The financial loes is variously esti- 
mated at from 8200, 000 to 8300. 000. It 
is declared that the railroad company 
will have tostand a hundred damaye 
suite as a result of the disaster. Because 
of this many of the railroad men denied 
that any collision had caused the ex- 
plosion, but declared that the naphtha 
tank had exploded frcm spontaneous 
combustion while being trausported by 
the company. 


Hard Fight Against Fire. 


A few moments after the explosion 
fire broke out in the wreck and in near 
by buildings which had been e t ablaze 
by the explosive. The people of the 
town were compelled topo to work 
vigoroue ly to eave the town from de- 
struction by fire. By heroic: forts the 
town was eared, but not before one 
dwelling and a number of outbuildings 
had been destroyed. 

A number of freight cara were burn- 
ed and the flames prevented the rescue 
of Brakeman Roach, who was burned 
to death. A number of other members 
of the crews of the two freight trains 
are reported injured, among them Con- 
ductor Wall. W. T. Cooper, the tele 
graph operator at the station, is also 
said to be injured. 

Doctors from the neighboring towns 
burried to the scene, and with those 
from Green weod, rendered aid to the 
sufferers. 

In the town many persona were 
slightly injured by shock and falling 
pieces of debris. Several ladies are 
said to have been cut by glass ann it is 
feared that some who were s'ruck in 
the eyes dy flying particles of window 
glass will Icee their eyesight.

FOR NEW ROAD LAW. 


Islature—What It Provides For— Prac- 
tical Outcome of Long and Urgent 
Need for Material improvement. 


Altera protracted session the dele- 


concluded their efforts Wednesday at 
the Carrollton Hotel The meeting was 
presided over by Mr. S. M. Shoemaker 
with Mr. W. Irvin Walker, of Queen 
Ant e's, us secretary. The committee 
appointed to draft the bill consisted of 
Meesre, Shoemaker, Baughman, Owens, 
Wilmer, Dirickson, Hill and Walker. 
This committee submitted the results 
of its labors, and each section was sub 
mitted to those present, and resulted in 
the amendment of several sections, 
after which the bill was adopted. Mr, 
DeCourcy W. Thom, of Queen Anne's 
County, offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, by this meeting of the Good 
Roads League, assembled at Carrollton 
Hotel, Baltimore, on December 2, 1908, 
that the Haman Oyster Bill, which 
contemplates certain contingent reve- 
nues to help produce good roads 
throughout Maryland, should be so 
amended as to bave the shells of all 
commercially handled oysters of Mary 
land pass into the control of the State, 
to be sold by it at cost to each b na fide 
learer and planter of barrel-bottom oys | 
ter land in the proportion to his leasc- 
bold of such area bears to the total area 
of similar leaseholds in Maryland, and 
that any such shella unbought be spread 
by the State upon depleted oyster bedre, 
which shall thin be closed until ripe! 
for handling. 

This resolution was promptly second 
ed by Mr. Ernest Hoen, of Balti gore. It 
resulted in quite a liy e'y discussion be- 
fore its adoption. The principle objact- 
ion made to the resolution by some of 
those at the meeting was that they did 
not care to be bound to support the 
Haman bill until they bave had an op 
portunity to read it. These objections 
however, were soon smoothed out, and 
the resolution was carried. The meeting

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COFFEE GOING HIGHER. 


Estimated Shortage in Year’s Product Ro. 
sponsible—The Table Cups May Be- 
come .Expersive Before Many 
Months — Prospects Of 
Continued Rise. 


The centinued strength in the coffee 
market, due to reports of short Rrazil- 
ian crops, is attracting much attention 
in the commercial world at present, 
and the general opinion is that prices 
will continue to soar. 

There has been no advance. reported 
in retail prices of coffee receftly, but 
about a month ago Rio grades were ad- 
vanced about 2 cents a pound. These 
grades of coffee are now selling at 
fom 12 to 16 cents a pound. In sym- 
pathy with the lower grades the bet- 
ter grades of coffee were also advanced 
at tbat time. These grades range from 
18 to 82 cents a pound. 

For the last seven years trade has 
been suffering from an abnormal de- 
pression, due to over- production, and 
the surplus supplies simply the 
staple article to a price ruinous to the 
producer and sufficiently so to ‘frrepar- 
ably curtail future production for 
years to come. This was due to in- 
jury to trees from negleot, brought 
about by the disastrous conditions. 
Thus, there is for the fatute much 
smaller supplies in prospect and a 
much increased and incresdi@g von- 
sumption, resulting from low prices 
and the elimination of adulteranta, 
such as chickory, etc. For the last two 
crop years Brazil has produced 28,000,- 
000 bags of coffee. Conservative esti- 
mates for this crop and the growing 
crop are not over 21. 000, 000, a difference 
of 7,000,000 bags. It seems as if the 
coffee trade should certainly be enter- 
ing a new area.“ 

Regarding the recent advances in the 
price of coffee, a New York comm roial 
paper sayt: 

As to the reason for the recent ad- 
vance in coffe, an authority says: 
“The yearly consumption of ccffee- is 
16,000,000 bags. On November 1 tke

clines. A crop of 18,000,000 to 8 
000 bags had been estimated for th’s 
year, but those best informed in the 
trade now estimate thie crop at 
11,000,000 bags. The cropof 1901 2 was 
15,500,000 and that of 1903 4 11,000,000 
bags. The next crop is unknown, but 
according to present advices, the out- 
look is for a smaller crop at both Rio 
and Santos. The growing crop, which 
is now in flower, bas been very seriout-

C. E. Wuriaxs. 
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At St. Louis Next Year Attracting Wide At- 
Carnival of Music. Efforts Will 
Be Made To Accommodate 
- Tho Expected Thou- 
sands. lateresting 
Letter. 


In giving figures I will use the of- 
ficial report of Mr. Thomas H. Carter, 
president of the national commission 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
of Nov. 20th. The waterways of the 
Exposition are in themselves of great 
extent, and will be thoroughly illumi- 
nated forthe reason that they will be 
used for boat traffic at night asin the 
daytime. The main picture of the 
Exposition covers a territory of 600 
acres, and is arranged in setting shaped 
similar toa lady's fan. These courts 
radiate froma common center This 
common cent. r is occupied by a terri 
tory known as the Cascad a made up of 
Architectural, Sculptural and Hy 
draulic features extending ina curve 
over a distance `f about 3.000 feet. The 
central place of this Architectural set 
ting is occupied by Festival Hall, 
while the smaller structures on either 
side are known as restaurants. In front 
of each of these three buildings is to be 
placed a motif from which a cascade of 
water will issue, tumbling over a series 
of falls and finally N aching the lagoon. 


Government Exhibits. 


The United States Government has 
appropriated funds fora greater dis- 
play than has ever been made by fed- 
eral authority xt any exposition. The 
conetructicn of the two buildings which 
will accommodate the isdvor exhibits 
of the government has progressed to 
to the point where the staff work is be- 
ing puton. These two structures, one 
for the muin exbibit and the other ex- 
clusively fur the fisherivs display, cost 
approximately $500,000 

The government appropriated for its 
exhibit $1 483,000 brsides the $5,000,000 
for the expositions general fund Of 
the first sum named, $800,000 is fer the 
collection, installation, maintenance 
and return of the exhibit to Washing- 
ton and the remainder for building 
purposes.

As I entered 
the servants’ room all was confusion,

After every one aval 
arranged In place a slight stir and 
bustle were heard, and, the crowd 
making way, the future bride tame 
sailing in beautifully attired fm a’ gal- 
mon-colored silk and tulle dress, lent 
her by her mistress. She passed awk 
wardly up the aisle and took her place 
before the effigies of salnta, or 
“Images,” ns they are called, and im- 
mediately after her future: husband 
(who semed half frightened) slipped 
from the crowd, followed by his father, 
and took up his position on the right 
side of the bride. Then the ceremony 
of “Bened!ction" commenced; it lasted 
about forty minutes, the priest read- 
ing and chanting, togethor with his 
clerk, many psalms and prayers, 
while the future man and wife contin 
ually bowed themselves to the ground, 
touching the floor with their fore- 
heads. Then the round cake or bread 
was put inio thelr hands by the priest,

LONG BURIED INDIANS. 


Their Grave Recently Transported 
to a Harvard Museum. 

In the Mound Builders’ hall, as it Is 
called. in the Peabody museum of Har- 
vard university there has recently been 
placed on exhibition an Indian grave 
containing the mortal remains of two 
North American Indians, arranged ex- 
actly as it was discovered not long ago 
by an archicological expedition sent 
out under the joint auspices of the 
Peabody museum and the Univ§ sity 
of California, From our modern point 
of view it Is not a very spacious grave, 
especially for a double one, for it is 
only about two feet ten inches In length. 
In the opinion of those who discovered 
the grave it is evident, however, that 
the flesh had been removed from the 
bones before burial, a custom that sur- 
vived among some of the American 
tribes well into the last century. The 
skeletons were, therefore, interred 
without much regard to the longi- 
tudinal comfort, although, looking down 
Into the grave, one might now imagine 
that its Indian occupants had been bur- 
fed in a sort of social tete-a-tete, their 
two skulls being face to face across an 
earthenware bowl that was buried 
with them. 

The grave was originally located un- 
der the surface of a bit of plowed land 
in Jefferson county, Mo. It is made of 
six slabs of limestone, one so perfectly 
squared that it suggests the use of 
tools in the.hands of the graremakers. 
although more probably it Is simply an 
unusually perfect specimen of a nat- 
ural slab of native rock. These six 
slabs constitute the sides of the grave, 
which is twenty inches deep, and the 
bottom is filled in with broken bits of 
pottery, fragments of such big earthen- 
ware bowls os are found throughout 
the Indian mounds and are commonly 
known as “salt pans,” although their 
more usual purpose was probably that 
of stoves or ovens. 

The broken bowls that make the bot- 
tom of this particular grave, however, 


| were doubtless real salt pans os well 


as stoves, for the cemetery was not 
far from certain salt licks on Rock 
creek, then easily navigable | for ca- 
noes to the Mississippi river, about 
one and a Lalf miles distant. The ex- 
cavations conducted in the neighbor- 
hood disclosed twenty-seven graves 
and the remains of a small Indian vil- 
lage, the whole dating probably from 
not earlier than the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The village and cemetery were 
situnted on a small bluff overlooking 
the creek and now used as a farm, and 
the graves. which were originally 
about two feet under the surface, were 
first discovered by a farmer's plow 
which was being driven over the 
ground not far from where the archæ- 
ologists were excavating the remains 
of the village.

DETECTIVES IN FICTION. 


Sherlock Holmes Dissected by Seot- 
| land Yard's Chief. 

Sherlock Holmes confided to Dr. Wat: 
son #9 mary times his unreserved opin- 
lon of the „ein! detectives, or Scot- 
land Yarders, that Conan Doyle's read- 
ers will be expecially interested in 
what Sir Robert Anderson, bead of 
London's erimluub investigutlon depart: 
ment. bas just written apropos of 
Holmes’ return“ coucerning the esti- 
mate which the “regular men“ hold of 
the wsnateur sleuthhound of Baker 
street. 

Perhaps it will be best to give Sir 
Robert's views as a practical criminal 
agent upon certain details of the “Ad- 
ventures” before quoting what the fa- 
mous es-commissioner of police has to 
say regurding Holmes’ gibes at the 
methods of the regular force. 

“lt implies no disparagement of Dr. 
Doyle's art.” he says, “that In the Ad- 
ventures of Sherlock Holmes’ the ele- 
ment of exaggeration is seldom want- 
Ing. “The Final Problem’ exemplifies 
this In a notable way. To an expert, at 
all events, the story of Moriarty's 
tracking Holmes to Switzerland is pre- 
posterous.” 

Sir Robert goes on: “In this country 
an accused person must, without the 
slightest delay, be brought before a 
magistrate. But in the ‘Study In Scar- 
let’ we are told that Jefferson Hope 
was to be put before the magistrate in 
the course of a week.“ In ‘The Man 
With the Twisted Lip’ the police at 
Bow street ‘hush the thing up,’ appar- 
ently without the intervention of a 
magistrate at all. 

“And in ‘The Sign of Four' the 
closing scene reminds us of one of 
Dickens’ bagmen stories. Jonathan 
Small makes a quartet with our two 
friends and the Bow street officer, 
whose prisoner he is, in the Baker 
street lodgings we know so well, and, 
ensconced in a comfortable chair, with 
a glass of spirits and water at hand, 
he spends a pleasant hour lu telling 
the story of bis crimes. And even this 
is capped by Dr. Watson being allow- 
ed to carry away the treasure chest, 
the corpus of the crime, which is sup- 
posed to contain jewels of priceless 
value. He conveys it In a cab to the 
house of his fiancee, and in her pres- 
ence he breaks it open with a poker!” 
And thu the practical detective goes 
on at some length. 

Evidently, however, Sir Robert An- 
derson does not take Holmes’ gibe at 
the expense of Scotland Yard with 
great seriousness, “There ls a wide 
difference,” he says, “between the 
work of the responsible police officer, 
whose business It is to bring criminals 
to Justice, and the work of the ‘private 
detective,’ who has merely to ascertain 
the facts and to solve seeming mys- 
terles. But the difference is not so 

vital as that which distinguishes the 
fancies of the novelist from the facts 
of real life. 

“He must be a poor sort of creature 
who cannot solve his own problems. 
And it is delightful to notice how ac- 
curately the Sherlock Holmes keys In- 
variably fit the Sherlock Holmes locks 
and how invariably his two and two 
make four. But in real life keys are 
apt to get mixed or mislaid, and two 
and two have sometimes a way of 
making twenty-two. All of which may 
be quite unpreventable and is always 
most embarrassing.”— London Letter to 
Washington Post. 


Paderewski's Hard Luck. 

Literary and musical celebrities are 
often unfortunate In thelr investments, 
and M. Paderewski, according to n re- 
port, has encountered the fate of Mark 
Twain and practically lost his savings, 
amounting to £100,000, which be had 
invested on the advice of a Polish 
friend. Instead of retiring from the 
platform, as he had intended, he is 
obliged, it is sald, to start his recital 
work agafn, There is a grim pathos, 
in the light of his misfortune, in a re- 
mark he once niade to his agent, who 
had sent him in his earlier days a kind 
letter from Mme. Modjeska testifying 
to his brilliant qualities: “Whenever 
business is slack you can use this on 
me. If you bear that Mme. Modjeska 
is not doing well, change the gender 
and say I sald it about ber. It ought 
to be good for elther of us in an emer- 
gency.” The savings of ten years gone 
at a blow is not such an evil fortune 
as overtook Scott, who was plunged In 
debt and wrote himself literally to 
death to pay off his creditors, and it 
comes to M. Paderewski at a much 
younger age than was Mark Twain 
when he learned that bis publishing 
firm had collapsed, but It is sufficiently 
serious In these days when public favor 
is so uncertain and changeable.—Lon- 
don Men and Women. 


Maine's Biggest Organ. 

The largest organ in Maine is at tho 
Universalist church at Portland. In it 
are over 6,000 pipes, the smallest, a plc- 
colo, being half an inch long, and the 
largest, a double open diapason or 
thirty-two foot O pipe. The vox bu- 
mana stop alone, having sixty-one 
pipes, cost 3000. The pipe rooms, of 
which there are four, are each as large 
as an ordinary bedchamber. The or 
gan was voiced by J. H. Brown, who 
voiced the organ at Westminster abbey. 
It has three manuals and is blown by a 
three horse power electric motor. 


The Country Pastor. 

We have a fast growing respect for 
the country pastor as a preacher, It is 
more inspiring to preach to country 
people than to townsmen. The most 
Insplring addresses that we ha ve heard 
during the past summer have not been 
by the metropolitan ministers, but by 
men from the country and the small 
towns.

Saye David in the Twenty third 
Psalm, “He maketh me to lie down in 
green pastures.” Reing himeelf a shep 
herd, he thinks of the shepherding care 
und love of God. 

What a beautiful poem this psalm is! 
Tt is the canary of all the psalms. It 
has been ringipgthrough m ny a year 
and many a century. It warbles ite 
melody in runshine and rain, in bes!th 
and sickners, in prosperity and adver 
sity, in joy and eorrow, in pl: asure and 
pain. Even in the darkest night does 
it sing. Other birda hurh their voices 
when the shadows of the evening are 
s're'ched out. Silence in the gardens 
Silence in the orcharde. Silence in 
the woods But this bird «f heaven 
Rew r cesses its song. Death itself has 
nat suffici nt str. ngth of grip to choke 
ital voice, 


This psalm is a cluster of ro- es pluck- 
ed from the garden of the Lord. It is u 
symphony in a concert-hall. It is a 
banquetlin a king's palac» It is a 
bepexe from angel wings. It is the 
fragrant breath of God's love. There 
is no end to the figures that may be 
umd.ta d-ecribe it Rather would I 
have written it than to have penned all 
the sonnets of Shakespeare or Mra. 
Browning. Among al the poems of 
all the ages it wears the brightest 
crown. 

Simply asa piece of rhetorical com 
position this psalm- ia superb. The 
thythm of it is music.. The thought of 
itis music. From its opening words 
to. ite closing words it is music. It has 
been admired by many a literary brain. 
It has won praise from many a pair of 
distinguished lips, It has given its 
author an immortality of fame. Better 
than that; it has soothed many a child 
of God in anguish of beart, and been a 
lullaby that bas put to blissful sleep 
many a weary. aint. Infancy lispe it 
in the cradle. Youth chants it in the 
pauses between gamer, Manhood re- 
peata it in the noontide of the years. 
Middle life hume it in the going down 
of the zenith. Old age, with trembling 
tongue and quivering lips, recites it in 
the crimson glow of the eventide and 
under the silvery sheen of the stars at 
the coming of the night of death. The 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit conceived 
it and gave it birth. 


It may have been that David was 
thinking of God's Word when he wrote 
the sentence, ‘‘He maketh’ me to lie 
down _in.green—pastures.”’--H+re-ie-the- 
very richest of pasture land for the 
sheep of the great Shepherd.

New York Court Fixes Price la Miss Peilt's 
Suit. New York State. 


The appellate division of the Su- 
preme Court recently in session at Al- 
bany, N. X., fixed the price of kisses 
at $2.87 each by confirming the decis- 
ion of the lower court in. Miss Frances 
Petit’s breach-of-promise suit against 
Mr. Tittemore, the town blacksmith 
of Galway, Saratoga county. 

Miss Petit sued Tittemore for $50, - 
000. During the trial she announc- 
ed that he had kissed her 1,286 times 
during the 14 years of their court- 
ship. To prove this statement, she 
produced her diary, in which she had 
entered the number of salutes he had 
bestowed upon her during his call. 
When Tittemore tired of kissing 
Miss Petit asked $0 a kiss. 

Though the trial jury did not adopt 
her valuation, Miss Petit secured a 
verdict for $3,000, and Tittemore im- 
mediately went into voluntary bank- 
ruptey. The decision of the appel- 
late division confirmed the verdict for 
$3,000 obtained in the lower court.

laid out as a model farm. The farm- 
stend occupies the north east corner of 
the site and contains 986 equare rods. 
A model farm house, with model barn, 
stables and outbuildings are to be 
erected. There is an orchard, vine- 
yard, garden, stock and poultry yards, 
pig sties, and all of the other equip- 
ments for a farmstead, 

The fielia are all of the same size, 80 
by 117 rods. Five of them, run east 
and west and are parallel. The fifth is 
on the north end of the tract and with 
the farmstead is as long as the other 
five combined are wide. 


Windbreaks are planted on the south 
and west sides of the entire farm. The 
windbreak is placed here because the 
prevailing winds in Missouri and Kan- 
sas come from those directions. On a 
farm of 160 acres these windbreaks 
would be a belt of trees 89} feet thick. 
On the model farm at the World's Fair 
all of the trees beet adapted for the 
purpose will be shown On the bot 
tom land tha best trees are cottonwood 
and- box eder. On the uplaude ash 
and age orange make good wind - 
break Ruslan mulberry and white 
„Im or hackbrrry, with ash or Russian 
wild clive prove very effective. All of 
the various combinations will be shown 
in the World's Fair windbreaks. The 
young trees for there windbreaks are 
not planted irregularly, but are set out 
in tquacdéa ‘ike corn and are cultivated, 

The fences between the fields, too, 
are exhibits of forestry. Trees will be 
plantel at regular intervals and the 
wire fencing will be thus nailed to 
live posts. This will demonstrate 
economy both in space covered and in 
the cost of building. In addition to 
th-ir use as live fence poste these rows 
of trees constitute subsidiary wind 
breaka, 

The wiadbhreaka serve to protect the 
crops in the field. When the hot winds 
sweep toward the fields they strike the 
bel:s of trees, are tossed in the air, and 
pass over the field. The shade they 
cast conserves the moisture in the soil 


and serves the farmer in other valuable 
wan. 


The rotation of crops as exemplified 
on this model farm is full of valuable 
and practical information. On thie 
six field farm Mr. Clothier has arranged 
fora five year rotation On one field 
alfalfa wi'l bo planted, and it will be 
shown that this must be left for five 
eur to obtain the beet results for both 
the crop und the land. Another field 
will be planted to timothy or clover. 
Another will be planted to timothy and 
left for two years Other fields will be 
planted to corn, osata and wheat, and 
the reason why wheat orcorn should 
be plan‘ed in a field on which the year 
before clover or alfalfa grew will be 
practically demon trated 

Another feature of tbis gov:rnment 
exhibit, but shown outside tbe model 
farm, will be a nursery for forest trees 
and evergreens There will be beds in 
the open showing how forest trees are 
grown from seed, and other beds cov- 
ered with lath uffording the necessary 
shade for the growth and cultivation of 
evergreens,

This is a fact sald to be clearly 
shown by a talk with any of the Chi- 
cago engineers who have any such 
record. It is evidenced not so much 
from what they say when questioned 
us from what they do not and cannot 
be Induced to siy. 

For not two men in a dozen of fast 
runners are given to talking about 
what they have accomplished. Much 
less are they inclined to pass any opin- 
fon of the capabilities of nny other en- 
gineer, 

Take it all in all, the men who ride 
the iron horse in races that are appall- 
ing are the oddest characters in the 
Jumpers of a mechanic. A short time 
ago a special train was chartered to 
make n fast run down the country. 
The engineer in taking con! wt a sta- 
tion was delayed by the coal shoot 
apron becoming unmanageable. The 
man who sat lu the cab ahend was as 
cool as an {¢eberg, but no sooner had 
the apron been holsted out of the way 
than he opened up the valve and began 
a race that for speed and smoothness 
was one of a thousand. 

“Arriving at our destination,” sald 
the conductor who had charge of the 
train, “the engineer found awalting 
him a telegram from the general super- 
intendent of the road, who palid him 
the highest compliment that an officlal- 
could extend to an employee. The man 
read the telegram and shoved it into

Curious Old Musket. 
Did you ever see or hear of a breech 


loading flint and s‘eel musket, and 
who made it and where and when? 
In 1828 one J. II. Hall manufactured 
such weapons at Harper's Ferry. This 
does not come either by way of tradi- 
tion books or hearsay for the genuine 
‘article, a breech loading flint and 
steel musket, was shown to me today 
and bears s:amped upon Its breech the 
place, the time and the man. 

It is a curiosity to me, who did not 
know that the principle of breech 
Toading was known or applied at 80 
early a date. ° 

This once formidable weapon is now 
in a pretty dilapidated condition but 
could be easily restored. 

It is owned by Mr. W. II. Shirer, 
who bought It In a heap of old iron 
and, not noticing itgat the time, can- 
not tell ffom whom he got it. It had 
a walnut stock, which extended to 
within a few inches of the muzzle. 
The most interesting part is the 
breech and the way it is made. The 
gun does not break, as do our modern 
shotguns, nor is the charge thrust into 
the barrel. The breech block works 
by a hinge joint and is bored out two 
inches deep. Upon this block is fasten- 
ed the steel and pan, the touch hole 
opening into this chamber. Further 
back on the block Is the flint. The 
breech block la pulled up, the charge 
put in, then the breech is pushed 
down, the loaded chamber in line with 
the barrel, and held in place by a 
catch—the explosion necessarily tak- 
ing place in the breech block and not 
in the barrel. There is no provision 
made for a ramrod, but it was slung 
with straps, as are modern guns. The 
sights are put to the side of the 
breech block and muzzle.—lLetter In 
Charleston News and Courier.

DISEASES OF THE SWINE 


Healthful Food, Drink, Shelter ana 
Surroundings—Keep Animals Vig- 
orous and Thrifty—Look Out Care 
fully for Digestlon—Benefits ot 
Cleanliness. 


We should eadeavor to prevent the 
appearance of disease, rather than te 
cure it after it has come. Sanitation, 
not medication, is what will reduce 
disease among farm animals to the 
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minimum. Disease fs by tår the tore j- 


common among swine than among 


other farm animals in this eduntry. f » 
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Annually above ten per Gent. of out 
swine ‘die of disease. Yet there are 
men who have ra‘sed swine extensively 
for fifteen to twenty years with as little 
disease among them as among the 
best-kept horses or cattle. These men 
have reared pure bred swine, and some 
of them are in the region where corn 
is largely fed. It cannot, therefore, de 
said that eo much disease among swine 
is due to In-bre-ding, or “wholly to 
the large feeding of corn. There 1 
no reason why swine should be more 
subject to disease than other farm ani- 
mals. The fact that they are, is be 
cause they are treated differently 
Their quarters are alowed to become 
more filihy; they are given drink that 
other animas would not be expected 
to use; their teed is thrown in the 
mud and their cwn manure; and theilt 
she ters are of the poorest description 
and devoid of all means of ventilation. 
The men who have ralsed swine with 
little disea:e, have given their twine 
pure dritik, a variety of clean, whole 
some food, comfortable well-ventilated 
shelters and clean, dry quarters. 

It must nôt, however, be Inferred 
that there is among other farm animals 
no more disease than there should be 
If more care were taken to provide 
sheep, cattle and horses with only 
healthful food, d-ink, she:ter and sur 
roundigs-it-is-safe to say that there 
would be much les3 disease among 
them. The Investigations of European 
veterinaries, and of Drs. Law, Gfant 
and others in th!s country, have shown 
that bovine tubere iloris la most prev- 
alent among cows kept in damp, foul, 
unventilated stab!es, or upon wet land 
where the air and food are conta - 
nated. In other words, sanitation and 
hygiene are opposed to bovine tuber. 
culozis. Nor is this di ease an excep 
tlon. Sanitary measures are the best 
preventive of every diese affiicting 
our farm anima‘s. 

The preponderance of evidence is 
that swin- 
foot-rot, g'anders, etc., are produced 
by a microbe. However, it haa been 
established without doubt that those 
conditions which are unwholesome to 
higher animal life are most favorable 
to the microbes which are supposed to 
produce these diseases. Thus, these 
microbes flourish in water contami 
nated with decaying organic matter, 
or in damp, decomposing litter; and 
while they are not introduced into the 
system through pure drink or food, 
they are introduced through foul, 
dirty drink and food oftener than by 
any other medium. 


The measures recommended for the 
prevention of disease would also be de 
sirable were no disease to be feared. 
It ts firmly established that animals 
in low bodily condition are more sut 
Ject to disease than vigorous, thrifty 
antmals. That which makes the farm 
animal thrifty and vigorous, and there 
fore lea liable to disease, also makes it 
profitable. The more wholesome the 
food, drink and surroundings of the 
animal, the stronger its appetite and 
the more thorough its digestion. It 
eats well, the excezs above the food 
of support is at the maximum and as 
this measures the gain the profit is 
large. As digestion is vigorous the 
amount of food which ezcapes assimi- 
lation is reduced to the minimum 
Where “poor condition” is not allowed 
to exist disease is scarcely known 
and at the same time the animal makes 
the largest return for the food con 
sumed. While we have need for a 
hundred veterinaries to each one we 
now have, their work, as that of the 
physician of the human body, will be 
largely in teaching sanitation.

SERMON 


i By Rev. - ‘ 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, 
Paster of Jefferson Purk Prosby- 

terian Chath; ChRage ‘ 


Chicago, Dec. 6.—In this sermon the 
preacher urges. as a fitting commem- 
oration of the Obristmas time the beal - 
ing of family differences and the put- 
ting aside forever of all dissensions, in 
accordance with the spirit and teach 
ings of the:sacred season. ‘The text is 
Luke il, 14, “On: earth peace, good will 
toward men.“ ; ; 

Christmas day has the manger for 
its gem, with the home for a ‘setting. 
From time immemorial the commemo- 
ration of the birth of Christ has had its 
true and real celebration not so much 
in public festivity. and church cere- 
monial as in the- family gathering 
around the domestic fireside. Other 
customs mpy change, new movements 
may transform our sotial life, but the 
Christmas family gathering maintains 
its hold on society. The other day a 
convict was liberated from Sing Sing 
penitentiary. He had deen imprisoned 
there for nearly thirty: years. He was 
pardoned, a white haired old man of 
sixty-four years. He went in a strong 
limbed young man of thirty-five. Up to 
1903 he had never ridden on an electric 
car; he had never seen the wonderful 
development of thé telephone; he bad 
never seen an automobile or the mar- 
velous development of doling business 
through the typewriter. He said that 
he was coming Into a strange and a 
new world — not the:‘world he left. 
but another he had never seen. But 
though many customs may cbange 
within a quarter of a-cemtury the cus- 
toms of Christmas day neither change 
in a generation or a century. Christ- 
mas day always bas been and we bope 
always will be a family day. It is 
well that at least once.a year. the chil- 
dren and the grandchildren, the broth- 
ers and the sisters and the nephews and 
the nieces, as well as the fatbers and 
mothers and grandparents, should be 
gathered within the four walls of the 
old homestead, and it is appropriate 
that the season for such reuulons should 
be that at which we celebrate the ad- 
vent of our Lord.

But though God “setteti the solitary 
In families,” though on Christmas day. 
above all other days, he would ha ve 
us worship him In communion with our 
kith and kin, though we.should delight 
to prove that blood is thicker than wa- 
ter. yet. the startling fact: remains un- 
controverted that the grinamg skeleton, 
which rattles its bones and clatters its 
teeth almost every Christmas eve !n 
almost every family. closet, ia the bid- 
eous skeleton of domestic strife. By 
this statement we do not mean that the 
father and mother and t uttle chil- 
dren ving within the fogs walls of a 
house are necessarily unhappy or that 
most homes are not peaceful and loving. 
We do mean, however, that the fam- 
ily name, taken in Ite larger relation, 
is not always a loving and harmonious 
name. We do mean by this statement 
thut after the futher and mother have 
been carried out to their-last resting 
place, to sleep the sleep of death under 
a coverlid of snow, estrangéments often 
arise between the married children. 
We do mean by this statement that 
many and many a home has been split 
from top to bottom on account of the 
second marriage of a father or a moth- 
er. We do mean that today all over 
the United States brothers can be 
found at variance with brothers, sisters 
with sisters and cousins with cousins. 

This nation la struck through and 
through with family strife. The Ap- 
palachian mountains, wheré: Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West Virginia 
meet, have aptly been called “the land 
of the feud.” There families have bat- 
tled with each other for generations.

But though the Appalachians 
can be called “the land of the feud,” 
the whole United States can truthfully 
be termed “the land of famlly strife.” 
If I were to enter your family homes 
and learn the inner secrets. of those 
homes In all probability there would 
be found not one family which among 
its larger connections la not cursed 
with Internal strife.

Heal Family Troubles, 

Take, for illustration, that dificuity 
which exists between the daugbter and 
her parents. There nre faults there just | 
the same. Faults are on both sidis. 
The daughter muy have grown up to| 
be the pride of the parental he She 
was the idol of ber father amf mother. 
They sent her to scheol and gave her 
every educational advautage that mon- 


ey could procure, but while they were 
giving money und, seemingly,

advantage those purents were not care- 
ful about the acquaintances thelr 
daughter was forming. They were not 
careful ubout looking up the records of 
the young wen who were calling durlug 
the evening hour. The result of this 
parental negligence was that the daugh- 
ter formed an affection for a young 
man who.was not regarded favorably 
by the parents. They did everything 
An thelr power to prevent the marriage, 
but the troub’e was that the parents 
awoke to the danger too late. The 
young girl was obstinate; she married 
agalnet their will, After the daughter 
left home she felt that ber busband 
and cliildren were not wanted back In 
the place where the wife and mother 
was born, therefore she does not visit 
where they are not welcomed. The 
parents, In an unguarded moment, muy 
have sald that all their children want- 
ed of them was thelr money. ‘The 
daughter is poor, but very proud. At 
times she has not had food enough even 
for her bables. How much happiness 
it would give on all bands If u recon- 
cllintion could be effected and If the 
parents, remembering thut thelr negll- 
gence contributed to the trouble, and 
the daughter, remembering that bard 
words, spoken in a moment of irrita- 
tion, should not welgh ngainst long 
years of love and purental kindness, 
should come together again and agree 
to forget the faults on both sides! 

What ís true of the difficulties be- 
tween parents and children Is also true 
of the difficulties between brothers 
and brothers, sisters and sistefs. In- 
evitably faults are to be found dn both 
sides.. Therefore what is the practical 
conclusion of all this trend of thought? 
You, O man, and you. O womaf,’ have 
no right to complain about the Injus- 
tices which others ha ve done :ngainst 
you unless you at the same time have 
done all in your power to atone for 
the sins which you have, Intentionally 
or unintentionally, done ogalinst your 
brother! If you will go and bogestly 
ask your brother to forgive yo the 
wrong you have done him, In .ninety- 
nine eases out of a hundred that*broth- 
er will ask you to forgive the Injus- 
tices he has done you. Then. as you 
are both ready to atone for the evils 
you have done each other, there will 
be no further cause for domestic strife. 
Try to smother the flames of family 
trouble by asking your brother to for- 
give you the wrongs you have done 
ulm. Try it. my friend. Try ft. Try 
It before the coming Christmas festiv- | 
Itles. 

Family dissensions should cease, and 
Imuiedintely cease. Why? Because 
nearly all family troubles are caused 
by one member of a family misjudging 
ine motives and position of other mem- 
bern of the family. Recnuse It-is al- 
most Impossible for people in one 
ephere of life to properly appreciate 
the difficulties nud the trials and the 
worries and the disappointments ond 
the heartaches which are continually 
nagging nnd supping the lives of people 
in other spheres of life. Because it is 
not easy for one to read “the signs of 
the times” through another's spectacles, 
Because every pair of family glasses, 
asa rule, bas q different lens and a 
different focus. 

Put Yourself In His Place. 

Just study for a moment the different 
ways the country brother and the city 
brother look at the matter of family 
expenses. They can rarely appreciate 
one another’s positions. The brother 
living in the country hears that his city 
brother has a yearly income of $5,000. 
He wants to borrow a few hundred dol- 
lars to help stock the farm. The city 
brother may write back that he cannot 
afford to lend any money. The country 
brother cannot belleve that a relative | 
having $5,000 income could not end 
him a few paltry hundred dollars; But 
the city brother who receives a salary 
of $5,000 may be baving just as bard 
a time to muke ends meet as his coun- 
try brother.

Ch, that this coming Christmas we 
would one and all try to focus our eyes 
to our brother's spectacles! Then a 
grent many of the family trouble’ 
would forever vanish from our dark: 
ened horizon. The man who travels 
about this planet with such a Christian 
spirit und goes from house to bouse— 
from the palice of the rich to the hovel 
of the poor. from the sumptuous pri- 
vate office of the merchant prince to, 
the counters of the small salaried clerk 
—soon discovers that this world Is not 
altogether a mean world, u selfish 
world. a heartless world. but It is a 
tired world. a discouraged world. a 
misunderstocd world. If every mem- 
ber of n family who hus bitter troubles 
und trials could realize. that bis broth- 
ers nnd sisters niong the great high- 
ways of life are struggling under bur- 
dens quite as heavy as his own—al- 
though thelr burdens may be made up 
in different kinds of packs and have 
silken cords around them Insieud of 
hempen rope—be would be more pa- 
tient In his criticism ‘of others, as he 
may hope that other# will Judge bim 
more charitably. Most of the seeming 
insults by relatives to relatives are en- 
tirely unintentional. As—etery- man 
hopes ſor merey nud pardon in the day 
of Judgment so there should be forgive- 
ness for one who offends another 
through Inadvertence and not through 
Intention. The fancied Injustices be- 
tween relatives exist for the most part 
in the distorted Imaginations of those 
who bave no right to ‘indulge in un- 
Christian and merciless Judgments of 
relatives who really want tobe friends. 

Christmas Recohsiliations. 

Family dissensions sould cease and 
immediately cease. hy? Because 
Christmas opportunities of future fam- 
lly reconciliations may be very few. 
They may never come again. We are 
Intensely shocked at the sudden depar- 
tures of our grent men and women. 
When Mrs. Emma Booth-Tucker of the 
Salvation Army was killed on Oct. 29 
In n railroad accident the news wus 
telegraphed from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. We commented upon the beau- 
tiful coffin plate which we saw and 
read thus: “Born Jume 8, 1800, Consul 
Emma Booth-Tycker; Promoted to Glo- 
ry Oct. 28, 1903." We were Intensely 
shocked when King Humbert was shot 
and when President Carnot was assas- 
sinated with a knife thrust, But why 
should we be so shocked at the sudden 


tremendous emigration of a vast host 
each year from earth Into the realm 
beyond the grave? This ls not a plati- 
tude, a purposeless saying. It is a 
atatement which ought to be pregnant 
with the most tremendous Import to us 
all. Can any here be sure that before 
another Christmas rolls around the 
death angel’s wing will not have fut- 
tered over our beds? 

Oh. my friends, If we are ever golng 
to hnve Christmas reconciliations we 
had better unve them now. Human 
life at the longest la short. When 
children have grown and seuttered bow 
soon they dle. A family may exist in- 
tact for ten. twenty, thirty years, but 
after the death angel calls one child 
be Is very apt to come back soon for 
another and another until all Are gone. 
When tho family plot le ones selected 
and a couple of graves iing therein tho 
hearse gets into the babit of traveling 
in the same direction and the black 
horses to stopping at the same gate. 
Then the sad truth ls that when death 
does come regrets may be piled in 
flowers’ mountains high upon the 
casket, brothers may weep over the 
dead brother, the bands may be press- 
ed and the lips pressed and the fore- 
head stroked, but the dead will hear 
not one word. He will not lift one eye- 
lid. He will not smile one look of for- 
giveness back to those who want to be 
forgiven. Oh, regrets, regrets! How 
often have we wept oug regrets over 
the coffin lids! How often that word 
might have been chiseled as, epitaph 
upon the tombstone of the dead! Re- 
grets, bitter, heartrending, but useless 
regrets! Regrets, burulng regrets in 
reference to our kith and kin who are 
gone. 

A Blunt Queation, 

Family dissensions should cease. 
Dare any one, old or young, galnsay 
this immanent truth? But if this wart- 
ing comes with mighty force to broth- 
ers and sisters bow much more should 
it come to the fathers and mothers who 
are angry or indifferent with thelr chil- 
dren! Muny people ard apt to jodge 
the children, harably when domestic 
troubles arise between parents acd 
their offspring, But as men and 
grow older and have children of 
own they are mores to enacts 4 
parent for the en ot than 
Gre to blame the uad avé you, pat- 
‘ents, ever tried to win back the afec 
tions of your children? Did you ever 
try to recall that cruel rk you. one 
made to vour obstnate boy? That re 
mark gut into hjs beart as a surgeon's 
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Eille bies Visel? in the Nesh quivering 
pon the operating table. Have you, 
parent, since that second marriage, 
which so trampled upon the love of 
your children, gone regularly to visit 
‘your children, us you used to do before 
thelr mother’s death? Do you gend to 
them the warm, cordial invitations to 
come home 4nd insist that they come 
with their families? Do you, the par- 
ents, try to Instill into your children the 
thought that their father, und their 
mother are absolutely dependent for 
happiness upon thelr boys“ and girls’ 
affections? 

Parents, let me ask you one blunt 
question. Supposing your children have 
done wrong—and in all probability they 
bave—who ought to forgive frst? Who 
ought to be continually forgiving until 
the old sweet relationships are re- 
stored? Ought not the first forgiver, the 
chlef forgiver, be you. O. father, O 
mother, you who bave been worshiping 
at Christ's feet for forty years? Ought 
It not to be you rather than your ¢hild, 
who has not been a member of the 
church more than five years? Ought 
not the father and the mother try to 
show to their children forgiving na- 
tures, no matter what those children 
bave sald or done? Remember the 
prayer you have been saying ever since 
you learned it at your mother’s knee, 
“Forgive us our trespasses as we for- 
give those that trespass against- us.“ 


4 Peace on Enrth, 

Cannot the parents who are estrang- 
ed from their children renlize that the 
years are very few in which It Is pos- 
sible for tbem to have Christmas rec- 
oneillations? When n child de-pises a 
parent, living or dead, that child must 
suffer the most awful ugonles that can 
ever come to n human being this side 
of the grave. Bear, forbear, forgive 
and be forgiven ure the teach'ngs, “on 
earth peace. good will toward men.“ 
Before the next Christmas comes 
around it will be impossible for some 
to forgive or to be forgiven. The 
casket maker is even now manufactur 
ing a coffin. The gravedigger is even 
now sharpening his pick and spade. 
The quarryman is even now cutting a 
tombstone. The bellringer ls even now 
ready to toll a knell. Brothers and sis- 
ters, fathers and mothers, kith and 
kin, stop and attune your fumily rec- 
onelllatlons to the patea of the Christ- 
mas song. 

Christmas days have not always 
heard the angels sing the song. On 
earth pence, good will to men.“ In 
1069 William the Conqueror. to com- 
plete his triumph over England, de- 
creed that all the country should be 
devastated between York and Durham. 
In all that region every city, town or 
village was razed to the ground. nnd 
80 literally was the order executed that 
a famine ensued In which 100,000 m:n, 
women and children perished. So many 
Christmases since 1009 have witnessed 
thelr slaughters of thousands „upon 
thousands. Not the, slaughter of Ife 
alone, but the slaughter of heart loves 

nd heart affections between brothers 
and sisters and purents and children. 
May the Christmas of 1903 not bea 
Christmas of domestic tragedy. but of 
family reunions. May it be the time 
when the very angels In heaven shall 

gain be compelled to sing for Joy that 
all relatives at the manger have be- 
come reconciled.

Creditable Showing For The Peninsula 
General Hospital. 


The sixth annual report of the Pen- 
insula General Hospital, for the year 
ending December Ist, 1903, shows that 
there were admitted to the hospital 
during the year 249 patients, 230 of 
whom were discharged, 12 died, leav- 
ing 7 under treatment at the close of 
the year. The death rate was but 4.8 
per cent, which was very low, consid- 
ering the number of difficult cases 
treated. White patients numbered 188; 
colored patients, 66. Free patients 
numbered 161; pay patients, 88. 

Of the patients received at the 


-Hospital_121-were residents-of Wicom- f- 


ico connty; 59 residents of Worcester; 
36 residents of Somerset; 2 residents 
of Talbot; 2 residents of Dorchester; 
one resident of Kent county; 18 resid- 
ents of Delaware; 6 residents of Vir- 
ginia; 1 resident of Pennsylvania, 1 
resident of New York; 1 of Ohio; 1 of 
Missouri. 

Ninety-five operations were per- 
formed.

In undertaking. to discover the 
theory upon which any rule of law isg 
founded, it is impossible to withhold 
our admiration of its perfect harmony 
—in its foundations—with the com- 
mon “feelings and common sense of 
mankind. Hooker, in his celebrated 
eulogy of:the law, said, Her seat is 
the bosom of God, her voice the har- 
mony of the world, all things in 
heaven and earth do her homage—the 
very least as feeling her care and the 
greatest as not exempt from her 
power.“ It has been contended (and 
with good reason from the standpoint 
of pure democracy) that suffrago is a 
vested right—one of those which man 
is heir to—one of those reserved rights 
in the various’ charters of liberties as 
Englishmen—on a par with the pro- 
visions of the venerable Magna Charta, 
Petition of Rights, Bill of Rights, 
and the Habeas Corpus act, of equal 
importance to freedom of worship, per- 
sonal liberty—private property. 

The last paper was {tended to show 

that this has not been the view of the 
law but suffrage is a political 
privilege conferred on the individual 
for the good of the State. The evolu- 
tion of suffrage or the gradual exten- 
sion of the same was attémpted to be 
traced before, giving examples of the 
State's Right so todo. If what the 
law may do is known it only remains 
to very briefly indicate what the law 
has done with such privilege. 
Owing to our dual, system of gay- 
ernment suffrage legislation is affected 
by two different sources, viz: the 
constitutions of the several States and 
the Federal constitution, with deci- 
sions of tho courts, respectively con- 
struing them. 

The power of Congress exercises no 
control over elections in the States 
whatever, except so for as Sec. 2, 8, 
& 4 of Art. 1 of the original constitu- 
tion and the läth and 15th amend- 
ments thereto bear some relation. The 
sections above referred to merely give 
the power to Congress to regulate the 
time, place and manner of holding 
elections for Congress —that voters for 
members of Congress shall have the 
qualifications requisite for voters of 
the most numerous branch of the

says the same persons shall vote for 
members of Congress in that State. 

The 14th Amendment provides for 
ti reduction of congressional mem- 
| bership in any State in proportion of 
the number of citizens disfranchised 
shall bear to the whole number of 
male adult citizens“. The object of 
this amendment was to induce the 
States to bring about by voluntary ac- 
tion what was afterwards accomplish- 
ed by the 15th amendment. Many of 
the states have educational and tax 
paying qualifications. It does not 
appear that representation in Congress 
has been cut down on that ac- 
count. These qualifications are class- 
ed with citizenship or any other pro- 
liminary to insure fairness and compells 
a man by indirection to appropriate a 
benefit, and on the whole scems not as 
yet to have affected the right of 
the States to determine who may vote 
within their own limite. 


Messrs. Editors of The Kent News. — 
Dear Sirs:—Kindly allow me suffic- 
ient space in the columns of your pap- 
er to correct some misleading state- 
ments that appeared in this week's is- 
sue of the Enterprise, under the head- 
ing, ‘Hazing at the College.. I have 
investigated the matter thoroughly, 
have heard both sides of the case, and 
can speak with fuller knowledge than 
any one else as to what occurred. 

Under ordinary circumstances it 
would be unnecessary to go into detail 
over the escapade of college students; 
but the publicity given to the occur- 
rence seems to make it desirable to 
state exactly what happened. The 
facts are as follows: 

About ten o'clock on the evening 

referred to, one of the students invit- 
ed some of his friends to share with 
him the contents of a box of eatables 
that had been sent him from home. 
After partaking of the food, they start- 
ed for their bed-rooms on the floor 
above with the intention of going to 
bed. Instead of retiring, however, 
they proceeded to have some ‘fan’ with 
those of their fellow students who 
had previously retired, and were not 
asleep. This consisted in entering 
the student's room and dashing a cup 
of water in his face. This was done 
to two students before Eareckson's 
room was visited; one of the students 
retired again as soon as awakened, and 
was in no way molested further, the 
other got up and himself joined in 
tho fun.“ Enareckson’s room was 
then visited. 
A the party ~ entered” Earockson's 
room one threw a pillow, another a 
bed-spread, but no water was thrown 
at this timo. Eareckson jumped up 
in great angor, seized a chair stand- 
ing near his bed, and threw it at those 
who had entered his room. Upon this 
display of violence on his part, he 
was seized by two of those standing 
about, pushed back upon the bed and 
held there until he calmed down, and 
then left to himself. 

His room was not ‘forcibly enter- 
ed,’ his room was open; he was not 
‘assaulted with a chair’ or hit with 
it; he was not ‘otherwise maltreated’ 
than as stated above; ho was not sick 
as a ‘result of the treatment.’ 

Auy man who has ever been to 
college knows that this occurrence 
lacks every essential element of haz- 
ing. I feel confident that had the 
Enterprise taken the pains to ascertain 
the facts, it wonld have published 
them, if at all, under a different head- 
ing. There is no disposition on the 
part of the Faculty of Washington 
College to justify or excuse this kind 
of so-called ‘fun', It is objectionable 
from evory standpoint, and the offend- 
ers have been punished. Nor need 
there be any doubt about the attitude 
of the faculty toward hazing. No 
student found guilty of hazing can 
continue a member of this college. In 
this, I speak not only for myself but 
my colleagues as well. 

“Iam moved to make this rather 
lengthy explanation, because I know 
how deeply interested the people of 
this community are in tho welfare of 
tlfix college, and how sensitive they 
are to any rumor that affects its good 
umne.. I am also impelled by my 
sense of duty to those placed under my 
charge; for, while I must sometimes 

| administer punishment for wrong do- 
ing, I wish them to know that I shall 
always defend with ovory resource, 
whenever they aro wrongfully ne- 
cused.""

By the ith., Amendment to -the 
Federal Constitution it is declared 
that, the rights of citizens to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged on ac- 
count of raco color or previous condi- 
tions of sorvitude.“ The reasons given 
by the friends of this Amendment and 
argued at the time of its passage on 
public grounds, was that unless the 
emancipated slave was given the 
ballot, the government of- the Seced- 
ed States would for u long time be in. 
the hands of those who could not be ox- 
pected to cooperate with the general 
government. A decision on this 
amendment in the United States Su- 
preme Court says: While the 15th., 
Amendment took away the power of 
the state to discriminate against citi- 
zens on account of race, color, or pre- 
vious condition, the power of exclusion 
for other causes remain intact.“ 


The Constitution of the State of 
Maryland Art. 7, Dec., Rights and 
Art. I constitution, provides for the 
qualifications of votes in this State. 
Its substance is, Every male citizen 
21 years of age, resident of the state 
one year and of the county six months 
is a qualified voter. All persons con- 
victed of infamous crimes are exclud- 
ed — also all persons receiving any 
reward either directly or indirectly for 
voting. The Legislature is also em- 
powered to pass registration laws and 
laws preserving the purity of elections 
and makes provisions for cases of con- 
tested elections. All matters relating 
to Judges of Elections, time place and 
manner of holding elections and mak- 
ing returns thereof. 

Generally it may be said of all the 
states, being the guardian or regulat- 
ore of the 'Suffrage, it has in mostof 
them been fixed by their constitutions, 
which of course are subject to amend- 
ment from time to time, by the vote 
of the people, or by the Constitatton 
of the United States. But it cannot 
bo restricted or changed in any other 
way. In general the legislature can 
pass no law, directly or indirectly 
cither restricting or extending, the 
Suffrage as fixed by the constitution — 
Mills vn. Green 67 Federal Reports, 

On tho subject of amendmonts the 
Constitution of Maryland provides 
that the same may be proposed by 
three fifths of all the mymbers elocted 
to each of the two houses, published in 
the newspapers and voted on at the 
noxt general election. 

The Constitution of the State of 
Maryland in its provisions for qualifi- 
cations of Suffrage ig sufficeutly ap- 
parent and needs no further comment. 
There is one point however that may 
be deemed of suflicient importance to 
mention here and that is property 
qualifications for municipal elections, 

In Hanna vs. Young 8 Md., an 
election was held for five town com- 
missioners in the town of Belair, Har- 
ford County, under a local law it 
seems requiring volols to be assessed 
$100.00. The Judges of Election did 
not comply with the law and the form- 
or tromsurer refused to hand over tho 
books on proceedings of Mandamus. 
The Court of Appeals held, That the 
Legislature has the Coustitutional 
power to prescribe property qualifica- 
tion for voters at municipal Elec- 
tions—though not in the City of Bal- 
timore—-aud that corporations being 
the creatures of the Legislature, and 
then being no coustitutional provision 
limiting the power of tho logislature 
over them, a law providing that tho 
voters at a cortain municipal olection 
possess a property qualification 
valid," 

That only thoso Elections which 
the constitution” itself requires to be 
held or directs the legislature to pro- 
vide for are within the purviow of 
Art., 1, Sec. J, relating to voters. | tho 6th Grado girls:

ing cheese. Such ‘sheep might be 
profitably kept on hilly lands in our 
own country, which are too rough, or 
too stony and rocky to be easily cut! 
vated. 


Clean Stable Floors for Cows. 
With an ordinary earth or plank floor 
it is almost Impossible to keep the 
cows clean, but slatted floors are freo 
from this objection. They are general- 
ly lald on a plain board or plank 
floor, though we have seen them placed 
on hard earth. The slatted frame Js 
made movable, to facilitate cleaning 
underneath, where all chaff aud liquid 
matter collect. There should be a solid 
board floor where the fore fect of the 
cow rest, as slats there are unnecos- 
sary. The slats, as well as the solid 
boarding at the front end, should be 
let Into the side pieces, so as to make 
the frame level, which, when securely 
nalled, will be very durable; or the 
boards and slats may be nailed on tho 
flat surface of the side pleces, within 
two inches of the edge, and a two-inch 
strip nailed on them, to make neat

Thought has been and is accustomed to 
clothe herself. It is the International 
and interracial laboratory in whith 
one alphabet is Sen to amore or less 
extent : be in harmony with all other 
Alphabets, the same as the study of 
biology proves that the physical struc 
tures of nll living creatures, both ani- 
mal and vegetable, have been evolved 
primarily from the same plan. Thus 
we find that as social styles in dress 
change so the verbal garments for one 
thought are sometimes discarded, and 
new thoughts are found to be wearing 
the castoff verbal clothes of other 
thoughts. 

The ancient word “barbarian” had 
un entirely different significance from 
its menning in the present day. When 
I say to you, “He is a barbarian,” you 
immediately picture a savage, a brutal 
cannibal, a black skinned roamer of the 
African forest or a Malay murderer, 
who would as willingly cut out your 
heart as a hawk might plunge his 
crooked beak into the vitals of a dove 
or a helpless fawn. But when Paul 
wrote in his epistle to the Romans, “I 
am a debtor both to the Greeks and to 
the barbarians,’ he meant he was a 
debtor to those who were not living 
under Cresar's jurisdiction. He used 
the word “barbarian” in the same sense 
as the Chinese now use it. “Among 
the Chinese.” writes the lexicographer, 
‘one who is not a Chinaman, and es- 
pecially a European or an American, 1s 
commonly spoken of as a ‘western bar- 
Darian!" The ancient word “wit” was 
originally derived from the old Saxon 
very “witan. which meant “to know.” 
In ancient laengunge “a wit“ meant “a 
knower,” one versed in knowledge, an 
erudite man. ‘The modern word “wit” 
signifies humorous entertainer, a 
“funny” man. Tue, ancient word 
“heathen mennt one who lived outside 
the intellectual cities. The modern 
word “heathen” is now applied to a 
person ignorant of the gospel. The 
Spanish word “caballero” originally 
meant "a mun who traveled on horse- 
back.” The modern word “caballero” 
means “a gentleman.” The Spanish 
word “peon” originally meant “one 
who goes on foot.“ The modern word 
“peon” menns “a peasant.” Now, the 
simple fact is, in modern Spain many 
a gentleman goes on foot and many a 
peasant rides, 

Meaning of “Friend.” 

Thus we also find thut the word 
“friends” of my text hus an entirely 
different meaning from what the casual 
reader might ut first suppose. The 
modern word “friend” in popular dis- 
course means an acquaintance, one 
With whom we can socially pass a 
pleasant hour, one who is upon our 
calling list, one who invites us to bis 
home us we may invite Lim to our 
daughters wedding party for his com- 
pany. But in uncient times the Bib- 
lical word “friend” had a deeper, ho- 
lier meaning. It meant one who lu the 
truest und purest sense bad his life 
Wrapped up in our life. As John Wes- 
ley gave the definition, “It meant one 
Who was bound to us by self sacrifice 
and the blood relation of the atoning 
cross.” It meant a Christian brother. 

The modern detinition of the word 
“friend” is as different from the Bib- 
lical as a wolf traveling nround in 
sheep's clothing is at heart different 
from a kunb, “The friendship of most 
men in these days,” wrote John Spen- 
cer, “is like some plants In the water 
Which have broad leaves on the surface 
of the water. but scarce nny root at 
all, like drums and trumpets and en- 
sigus in battle, which make a nolse and 
a show, but net nothing.” Therefore, 
O man and woman, in this sermon 1 
would try to deseribe for you who are 
your true friends and also show you 
Whether you are true friends to others, 
From among the scores nud hundreds 
of your aequaintances 1 would single 
outa few neble spirits whose love you 
ought to cultivate and whose affections 
you should treasure in the boly of bo- 
lies of your most innermost heart, 


The Divine Friend, 

The true friend, in the tirst place, ts 
always the one who loves the Lord bis 
God with all bis heart and soul and 
mind before he tries to love his brother 
as bhuself. He ds the one who would 
translate into bis own Ute in a spiritual 
sense the oft quoted advice which Po- 
lonlus pave to his departing son La- 
ertes, “To thine own self be true, and 
it must follow us the night the day 
thou canst not then be false to any 
min.” Ile is ns brave and noble in his 
rela ion to his Divine Friend, first of 
all, us was the late Christlan gentle- 
man, senator and secretary of state, 
Hamilton Fish. One night be was din- 
ing out with n senatorial colleague, who 
made nn irreverent remark in reference 
to Jesus Christ. At frst Mr. Fish look- 
ed surprised and then pained at the 
blasphemous laughter of his political 
associate. Then he turned and quietly 
zut firmly sald; “Senator, you must 
pardon me for what I am about to say, 
but I must equest you to dosist from 
repeating nny such remnrks in my 
presence, 1 firmly belleve in Jesus 
Christ as the Saviour of the world, Of.

Modeled After North Carolina Law. 


Speaking of the bill Mr. Bryan 
Says :— . 

"I modeled the amendment mainly 
after the North Carolina ‘grand-fath- 
er's clause.’ I eliminated the perm- 
anent registration list, however, be- 
cause I thought any permasent regis- 
tration list leads to abuse, as aiding 
in false personation of voters by re- 
peaters. I left out the poll-tax feat- 
ure of the North Carolina scheme be- 
cause our Declaration of Rights for- 
bids any poll tax, and our people some 
years ago voted down an amendment 
to the Constitution which would have 
permitted a poll tax to be laid. 
Was wise, I thought, to attempt to 
amend the Constitution in as few par- 
ticulars as was consistent with effect- 
ually keeping our pledges and accom- 
plishing our purpose of restricting the 
political activity of the negro within 
the narrowest limits practicable under 
the Fifteenth Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

‘So far as I know the ‘grand-fath- 
er's clause’ has never been passed on 
by the Supreme Court. I think, how- 
ever, that if that court follows the 
course of reasoning pursued by it in 
the cases of Williams vs. Mississippi 
(170 U, S., 218) and Giles vs. Hains 
(189. U. S., 475) the law wilbednup- 
held. It must be borne in m g i lhat 
negroes who were landowners- to th 
prescribed amount could vote in North 
Carolina prior to 1885, and that ther 
could probably vote in a num ler 
the other States of the Union. This 
will prevent the clause in the la. 
exceping voters prior to 1867 and the 
descendants of such voters from the 
educational requirements from being 
a discrimination against the negroes 
as negroes. 

“I left the length of residence 
necessary to obtain citizenship blank. 
That period can be better determined 
by someone more familiar than I am 
with the conditions in Southern 
Maryland and certain portions of the 
Eastern Shore. 


The Alternative Provision. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT | 


To Maryland’s Constitution Restricting 
Right Of Suffrage. Bill Prepared By 
Mr. Bryan, Modeled After North 
Carolina Grand-father’s 
Clause. Meeting With 
Approval. 


Pursuant to Democratic party 
pledges in the late victorious cam- | 
paign, leading men of the party have | 
been devising -the best ways and 
means of accomplishing the restriction 
of the ballot in order that the state, 
may receive the fullest intelligent 
vote possible, and at the same time ex- 
clude the ignorant and irresponsible 
thousands of negroes whose yotes 
menace the good order, progress and 
prosperity of our government. Attor- 
ney-General-elect Wm. S. Bryan has 
prepared a bill to submit-to the State 
Legislature which seems to meet with 
general approval and is in line with 
much of the best thought on the sub- 
ject. + 

The draft is as follows: 

Amendment to Section 1, Article 1, 
of the Constitution of Maryland, 
drawn by Attorney-General William 
S. Bryan: 

Section 1. All elections shall be 
by ballot, and every male citizen of 
the United States, of the age cf 21 
years or upward, possessing the quali- 
fications herein after prescribed, who 
has been a resident [of the State for— 
years, and of the legislative ditsrict 
of Baltimore city or of the county in 
which he may offer to vote for— 
months next preceding the election, 
shall be entitled to vote in the ward 
or election district in which he re- 
sides at all elections hereafter to be 
held inthe State, and in case auy 
county or city shall be. so divided as 
to form portions of different electoral 
districts for the election of Represen- 
tatives in Congress, Senators, Dele- 
gates or other officers, then to entitle 
a person to vote for such offlcer he 
must have been a resident of that part 
of the county orcity wbich shall 
form a part of the electoral district in 
which he offers to vote for—months 
next preceding the election; but a per- 
son who shall have acquired a resi- 
dence in such county or city entitling 
him to vote at such election shall be 
entitled to vote in the election dis- 
trict from which he removed unti: he 
shall have acquired’ n residence in 
the part of the county or city to which 
he has removed. 

Before any person shall be entitled 
to vote under this article he shall be 
able to read and write out on dicta- 
tion any section of the Constitution of 
Maryland or he shall have paid for 
the two preceding years State and 
county or city taxes mounting to ‘at 
least $— for each year, unless he was 
entitled to vote in one of the States 
of the United States on January I. 
1867, or at some time prior thereto, 
or unless he is a legitimate lineal de- 
scendent of some person who was, en- 
titled to vote in one of the States of 
the United \States prior to January, 
1863, or of any lineal legitimate de- 
scendents of such persons.

{Letters From Two Prominent Men.] 


It will be noticed that in the 
amendment I have, in the alternative, 
required that a person to vote should 
either be able to read and write out 
in dictation a clause of the Constitu- 
tion orshould have for two years paid 
taxes to some specified amount. This 
was on the theory that, even if illit- 
erate, any person, white or black, who 
was thrifty and intelligent enough to 
be a taxpayer had enough conservation 
to prevent his vote being a menace to 
the community. Saving the right to 
vote to persons who are taxpayers, 
even if they cannot read and write, 
will prevent a number of Polish and 
Russian Hebrews living in Baltimore 
from being disfranchised who, while 
they cannot read and write English, 
have still been able to acquire proper- 
ty and to become taxpayers: 

»The suffrage should be restricted 
no further than is necessary to secure 
orderly, intelligent and economical 
government. Every class of citizens 
should be permitted to vote whom the 
public interest does not require to be 
deprived of that privilege.”

Apple Shippers’ Association, the apple 
crop this year has fallen off 1,000,000 
barrels in the United States and Cana 
da together. Despite this falling off in 
the country at large, the Virginia crop 
doubled this year and the Maryland 
crop increased by 200,000 barrels. Ac 
cording to the report, the falling off 
occurred in the crops of the New Eng- 
land States and New York. The total 
number of barrels marketed thia year 
in the United States was 46,614 000, 
while the Canadian crop bringe the 
total to 60,064,000. The sum total of the 
crop last year was 63, 895, 000, the (e 
crease in the main being due to the 
partial failure of the Canadian crop. 

Where do all of these apples go? 
Every week at least 200,000 barrels are 
shipped abroad. In fact, the most of 
Europe is supplied with its best apples 
by this country. Most of the crowned 
heads of Europe have standing orders 
fora generous number of barrels of 
their particular favorite variety. Only 
the other day King Edward placed an 
order for 73 barrele of select Vermont 
apples, to be used at Windsor Castle. 
By the way, it is well to state that the 
Vermont crop of apples is held to be 
the best in the world. and always bring 
a dollar or so more than th» market 
price for the best apples of other States. 

Within the past year Virginia haa 
taken the stand of leading State in the 
number of apples grown. New Y rk 
formerly held this honor, but the O d 
Dominion has not only eclipsed it in 
total number of barrel:, but her crop 
was aleo posted as bring of a better 
quality. A perussl of the Apple Ship 
pers report also shows that the apple 
crop this year throughout the west was 
peor. Only in the section embracing | 
New Jersey, Maryland, V rginia, Ken 
tucky, West Virginia and Ohio did the 
crops n> ewe andthe quality rem tin 
choice

increase. Plant out your orchards, 
They need comparatively little care,

There is no more luscivus nor more 
healthy fruit that grows. Let the 
total yield next year in North America 
reach 100,000,000.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D. D. 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—In this sermon we 
story of the magi’s quest receives a. 
new setting and the lesson of Chris- 
tian hope and encouragement is drawn 
from their experience. 
Matthew II. 1, “Behold, 
wise men from the east!" 

When, in 590 A. D., St. Augustine 
wus sent to convert the British Isles to 
Christianity, Pope Gregory commanded 
his missionary as far as possible to 
harmonize the Christian ordinances 
with the heathen feasts. The result is 
that many of the customs associated 
with Christmas have thelr origin not 
in the birth of Christ, but in heathen 
festivities. It is my purpose today to 
tell the simple Christian story, as found 
in the Bibie, and to apply some of its 
beneficent teachings to the practicall- 
ties of everyday life. 

Tue account of Christ's birth is not 
only simply told. but very briefly told. 
Some of us are apt to think too briefly. 
We would like to have known all the 
details of that wondrous event which 
id destined to transform the world. We 
deplore the loss of any fact relating to 
our Lord. But the historians would 
not have us concern ourselves with the 
necessories of the picture, but with that 
glorious life and death in which our 
eternal destiny is bound up. They 
briefly state the main facts and proceed 
to the narrative so momentous to the 
whole world. 

A few years ago a southern corre- 
spondent hurried to the telegraph office 
and sent this message to the editor of a 
great New York daily: “Fearful rall- 
road accident! Many killed! Many in- 
jured! Column story! Shall I send it?” 
The New York editor telegraphed back, 
“Send me 600 words—all I want.“ The 
correspondent telegraphed again, “Can- 
not be told In less than 1,200." The ei- 
tor tersely replied: “Story of the rea- 
tion of the world told in 600 words. 
Try it.“ But if the story of the crea- 
tion is told in 600 words, the story of 
the nativity is even more simply and

| briefly told.) The account of Jesus’ 


birth is about ae simply fold as the rect 
ord of her baby’s advent which n fond 
moser writes in the family Bible. 
“Gertrude, or Jane, or Mary; born June 
3, 1888.“ A dozen verses in all more 
than contain the simple story of 
Christ's birth. The second chapter of 
Matthew's gospel runs like this: Now. 
when Jesus was born, in the days of 
Herod the king.” In the east they did 
not reckon time so much by the year as 
by the time this or that king sat upon 
his throne. 
The Magi Defined, 

Then this simple account of the na- 
tivity gocs n step further. Tue birth 
of Christ is connected with a startling 
Incident. The name of Peregrine White 
is never mentioned but the explanatory 
statement is also made that “she was 
born on the Mayflower when the pil 
grim fathers were on their journey to 
live in a new world.” Christ's birth is 
hardly ever mentioned without an as- 
soclnte statement. When Jesus was 
born that was the year the wise men 
came froin the east, saying, “Where Is 
be that is born King of the Jews, for 
we have seen his star in the east and 
are come to worship him.” The magi 
have been the theme for many an art- 
ist's brush, poet's song, as well as min- 
ister's sermon If in the short account 
of the nativiky It was important enough 
to note the visit of these wise wen, 
surely it will not be wasted time for 
us in a Christmas discourse to consid- 
er who were the wise men, from 
whence they came, what they did when 
they knelt and worshiped at the man- 
ger, where they went after they had 
seen the newborn Christ. 

Who were the magi? They were the 
wise men. ‘They were not. fools, not 
Ignorumuses, not silly star guzers. 
They were not tramps going from 
place to place because they were too 
lazy to work. They were the intellec- 
tual ginnts of the east. They were 
such intéllectual glants that when (bey 
appeared lu Jerusalem they startled all 
the sages of the Herodian era with 
their grasp of affairs and mental pow- 
er, They belonged to a class that was 
the repository of all the scientific 
knowledge of the time. They were the 
observers of natural phenomena, the 
philosophers of thelr dny, the leaders 
In the world of mind. When Matthew 
described them as “wise men” he knew 
that th description would be clearly 
underst us applying to men whose 
erudition and menta! ability placed 
them among the aristocracy of knowl- 
edge. 

The Three Wise Men, 

As with Homer or Socrates, tbe per- 
sonal lives of these men are all wrap- 
ped up ln mystery, Their names, their 
positions, thelr influence over thelr 
countrymen, are all inatters of conjec- 
ture, Professor Sandy in hbis “Christ- 
mastide” gives n strange legend He 
writes that the number of these wise 
men who came from the enst was 
three. He writes that the first of these 
magi was a very old man, with a long, 
white beard, His face was wrinkled 
with thought, and his limba were tot: 
tering. His name was Melchior. ‘The 
second was u very young man. Ilie 
cheek was smooth and ruddy. h's step 
firm and athletic, bis arm atrong and 
powerful.

Offerings of Love. 

What did the wise men do when 
they found the manger? They knelt 
and worshiped.. Yes, but more than 
that. They gave their presents, because, 
from time Immemorſal. the gold, the 
frankincense und the ‘myrrh have al- 
ways been suggestive symbols In wor: 
ship. It is one act to bow at the man- 
ger; it is another act to give yourself 
as an offering to Chriat, The motive 
which prompts the Christmas gifts is 
of more importance than the Intrinsic 
value of the’g!fts themselves, I was 
never more Impressed with this fact 
than by an incident which huppened in 
my life many venrs ago. 1 was at that 
time a college student and bad been 
for some months during my summer 
vacation preaching In a little Pennsyl- 
vania church thirteen miles away from 
the nearest rullrond. 1 loved those old 
Pike county farmers for thelr honesty, 
sincerity and genuine. plety. which I 
have never seen surprised ln any con- 
gregution. Not only ddl love them, 
but I also respected their intellectual- 
ity. I think in reference, to the size of 
my andi nes I spoke there proportion- 
ately to as much brain as | ever ad- 
dressed) im a metropolitan audience. 

Woll. the last sermon bad been de- 
livered, nud it was time for me to go 
back to my studies, I was feeling very 
depressed nt leaving the people. A 
drenching. heavy rainfall was adding 
to my gloom. 1 paced up and down the 
farmer's porch waiting for the little 
stage to take me to the depot. It was 
truly nounto’ster’s “blue Monday.” As 
I was walking up and down. thinking 
bow | bad entered into the Ives of 
these people and they Into mine, I saw 
a big. awkward, gawky countryman 
coming down the muddy road. He 
stood about six feet one. The bottom 
of tils pantalon bardly reached the 
top of his shoer. Ee seemed to be all 
Lands and legs and feet. He came up 
to the garden gute. He hesitated a 
moment unm-then-wns passing on. 

1 theught the man wanted to come 
and speak to me. T called: “Hello, So- 
and-so' Are you not coming In to bid 
mie goodby™ Te opened the gate and 
came up tie path. Then. dripping 
with rain, he stood first upon one foot 
and then upon the other. Then be 
said: “Mr. Talmage. t did want to 
come and any goodby. You do not 


knaw how. much-you have been fo, me 


ond my wife since the baby died. And, 
sir. as you ure going away. | wanted 
to make you a present to show our 
love. As we are poor folks I could not 
give much, so me and my wife decided 
we would give you two of the biggest 
apples we un ve growed in our orchard, 
And here they are, slr. Goodby. God 
bless you. sir. Goodby.” Well, my 
friends, | am not sentimental, but as 
that countryman turned nnd disap- 
peared down the muddy road he left 
me crying like n child. 1 did not value 
the apples for their Intrinsic worth. I 
valued the affection which was tke In- 
centive of the couple who gave those 
apples to me. And I valued those two 
big apples so tgbly that J carried them 
home to Brooklyn to show them to my 
father and mother when 1 told them 
the simple story of that countryman's 
love. So It Is that the risen and glorl- 
fied Christ, who once Iny n helpless 
babe In that. manger. values the gifts 
you bring to Lim. Below and beyond 
the gift itself he sees the motive that 
prompts ii. Far more precious In his 
sight than the most costly offering is 
the love of the beart which the gift 
symbolizes and expresses. 
The Christian's Mission. 

Where did the wise men go after 
they bad seen the infant Christ and 
rendered thelr homage at the manger? 
Why, the Bible tells us explicitly they 
went back home. God spoke to them, 
as he has spoken to the hearts of many 
who bave bowed at the manger, and 
they went back to thelr own country. 
History is silent about thelr later lives, 
but we cannot think thut they would 
ever forget that strange experience. 
No man comes in contact with Christ 
without results. They probably thought 
of Lim as a world conqueror and bade 
their disciples expect to hear of his 
victories. Little could they hu ve Im- 
agined the extent of hia empire or un- 
derstand how, through the cross, he 
would attaln his crown. 

What is the simple deduction of this 
thought and lesson? Is it not this: 
After you and | have worahiped at the 
manger, lu the fuller light of our later 
day, then we should everywhere, but 
first among our own people, tell the 


news, the glorious news, that Jesus, 
the Son of God, has been born, We 
must tell it to our children. We must 
tell it to our brothers and sisters, We 
must tell it to our parents and to all our 
friends nud nelghbors, “Behold, Jesus 
has been born! Jesus, our Saviour has 
been born! He lives! He lives! Jesus, 
the Son of Mary, lives! Jesus, the Son 
of God, lives!” 

Thus our missión on this Christmas 
day ls to seek the manger and while we 
study Its lessons nud meditate on its 
humiliation to practice the sweet teach- 
ings of Jesus Clirist, wicht cannot bet- 
ter be summed up than by briefly re- 
peating one of the most beautiful of all 
Christmas stories. It is that written 
by Henry Van Dyke. It ls appropriate- 
ly called Tue Other Wise Mau.“ Dr. 
Van Dyke wrote the story in great

How Artaban hound Christ. 

The next scene In the story of “The 
Other Wise Man“ is found In the vil- 
lage of Bethlehem. Jesus had: been 
born, and the three magi bad disap- 
peared. As Artaban entered the vil- 
lage he beard the tramp of bloody 
Herod's tron und come to mas- 
sacre all the e children In Juden. 
with the hope of slaying the lufant 
Christ. A-poor woman rushes out, 
pleading for the rescue of her child. 
The young mother's face grew white 
with terror at the cry: “The soldiers! 
The soldiers of Herod! They are kill- 
ing our children!“ When a captain of 
Herod's troops wanted to enter this 
woman's house to slay ber child Arta- 
ban stood lu the doorway and offered 
to the murderous soldier bis second 
gem, the beautiful ruby. if he would 
gave the child. Now two-thirds of Ar- 
taban's fortune was gone, und still he 
had not found Christ. 

Then Artaban started on a journey 
to Egypt to find Jesus. He hunted for 
ulm everywhere until he was a very 
old man.

In 
addition to this they have each 857 
neres of land, says the World Today, 
about one-fifth of which is in a good 
state of cultivation and is worth $10 
to $30 un acre. 

Of the total remainder 886.000 ucres 
are leased for pasturage, mostly to Tex- 
ns cattlemen, at an average rental that 
gives the land a value of $5 un acre to 
the Indian. But, averaging up the 
„Whole at the low valuation of $S av 
nere—and this does not take Into con- 
sideration the oll, natural gas and coal 
to be found throughout that region, 
nor the leap in values that must fol- 
low the several lines of rallway now 
being constructed through the reserva- 
tion—the land holdings of each Osage 
nre easily worth $0,556.

more and Ohio railroad plowed into a 
pile of lumber at Laurel Run, two 
miles west of Dawson eight miles west 
of. Connellsville and about 60- miles 
northwest of Cumberland Md. at 7.45 
o’clock this evening. 

It is estimated that fully 40 lives 
were lost and 30 persons were injured. 

The train left Pittsburg a few min- 
utes late, in charge of Engiueer Will- 
iam’ Thornley, of Connellsville. When 
approaching Laurl Run, overa partic- 
ularly fine piece of roadbed, it was 
ranning at high speed. 

Death Came Suddenly, 


Suddenly the passengers were 
thrown from their seats by the light- 
ning like application of the airbrakes 
and a moment later there was a great 
crash. 

The train was made up of two%ag- 
gage cars, two day coaches, one sleep- 
er and one dining car, and was carrying 
the time at the lowest, 150 passengers.
